peer ahead into the future and at- 

tempt to discover which will be the 
coming great sires of the next few years. At 
the first glance this would seem as difficult 
to prophesy as to whom will be the next 40 
lb. cow of the breed, but while it is decidedly 
unsafe to predict what a cow will do at full 
age, it is an entirely different matter with a 
bull. In the first place, the old adage that 
“like breeds like” is more likely to prove true 
in a bull than a cow. The making of a great 
record is largely a matter of luck whether a 
cow comes in exactly right or not and 
whether she will give the fat off her milk. 
Probably for every 30-lb. record made in 
America there are a dozen 30 lb. cows living 
to-day who would make that mark if they 
were in the right hands and calved under fa- 
vorable circumstances. With a bull the mat- 
ter of luck is almost altogether eliminated, as 
he has generally enough daughters to make 
records to demonstrate beyond doubt as to 
his prepotency. Thus it may happen that a 
daughter of a 40 lb. cow might be every bit as great a 
producer as her mother, but she might not even make 
30 lbs. of butter owing to the fact that she never calved 
under as favorable conditions as her dam or lose a quarter 
of her udder. There has been of course some exception- 
ally well bred bulls who have not made good, but that 
fact has been mainly due perhaps because they have not 
been bred to any very large producing cows and their 
daughters have not been in the right hands to make rec- 
ords. In fact we have yet to know of an instance where 
a very well bred bull that has been used in a good herd 
and his daughters given the right kind of opportunity who 
has not had a long list of high record daughters. With

a great producing ancestry and with a 
good herd to be used in, there is nothing 
more certain, outside of death and taxes, 
than that a bull will prove his prepotency. 
Then if the first daughters of a sire make 
good two-year-old records there is but little 
danger but what they will do proportionately 
as well at maturity. With these three great 
factors to go on therefore, breeding, oppor- 
tunity, and the records of their first daugh- 
ters, we have most splendid foundation for 
determining which will be the sires of the 
world’s record cows of the next generation.

According to this test the average of the daughters of 
King Korndyke Sadie Vale leads his nearest rival, King 
Segis Korndyke, by 2.12 lbs. of butter -and is 3.30 Ibs. 
ahead of Rag Apple Korndyke 8th, and 4.69 Ibs. above that 
of King Segis Pontiac Alcartra. We think that we have 
included all of the young sires of the breed with 8 or more 
A, R, O. daughters whose average of their daughters is 
over 19 lbs. of butter, but if we have left out any we would 
be glad to include the same or any good average of the 
first daughters of any sire. It will be noticed that the av- 
erage of the daughters of these six bulls are several pounds 
higher than the first daughters of the leading six bulls 
five years ago and it clearly proves the onward progress 
that is being made in Holstein records. The average of 
the daughters of these six sires are also higher than the

If the leading young sires of the breed keep up their 
present margin of superiority for their full aged daughters 
as they now exhibit over the two year old daughters of old 
time sires there will have to be new standards set all 
around by which the foremost bulls of the breed can be 
judged. It must be remembered, however, that the old 
bulls of the breed did not have the opportunity nor were 
they bred to as many high record cows as the present day 
great sires, and neither was there known as much about 
making records a few years ago as there is at the present 
time. In glancing over the list of the leading six bulls we 
find a remarkable similarity in their breeding. All of the 
six are near descendents of Pontiac Korndyke, who is the 
greatest sire of producing sons of the breed. Two of the 
bulls, Rag Apple Korndyke 8th and King Pontiac Artis 
Canada are his grandsons, while the other four bulls are 
great grandsons of Pontiac Korndyke. It will also be 
seen that one of the bulls, King Pontiac Artis Canada, is 
a son of King of the Pontiacs, while two others, King Se- 
gis Pontiac Alcartra and King Segis Pontiac Count, are 
his grandsons through two of of his best daughters. Four 
of the bulls, and three which have the highest average,

King Korndyke Sadie Vale, King Segis Pontiac Korndyke 
and King Segis Pontiac Count are grandsons of the fa- 
mous mating of King Segis with Pontiac Clothilde De 
Kol 2d, the first 37 lb. cow. King Segis Pontiac Count 
and King Segis Pontiac Alcartra are sons of King Segis 
Pontiac, which establishes him as one of the great trans- 
mitting sires of the breed through his sons. The sons of 
King Segis Pontiac are thus far ahead of what his daugh- 
ters have done, although they might have distinguished 
themselves as much if they had had the same opportunity 
instead of being scattered throughout the different herds 
in the country. The two bulls whose two-year daughters 
average higher than any other sires in the world, King 
Korndyke Sadie Vale and King Pontiac Segis Korndyke, 
are both sons of King Segis De Kol Korndyke, proving 
that the latter sire transmitted equally as well through his 
sons as he did through his great producing daughters. 

It must be remarked in the study of these sires that 
perhaps the opportunity afforded them has as much if not 
more to do with making them what they are than the bull 
himself, For instance, all of the six sires named but King 
Segis Pontiac Count, came out of great herds. They are 
bred to a number of high record cows and the most skilled 
methods are used in testing cattle. If a list of all of the 
great sires of the breed are considered it will also be found 
that the vast majority were owned by the most skillful 
breeders. Few indeed are the number of great bulls that 
have appeared in the hands of small breeders, and fewer 
yet on the other hand is the list of bulls that have not 
proved to be great if kept permanently in the herds of 
any large and noted breeder. 

It is therefore a question as to whether it is the bull 
that makes the breeder or the breeder that makes the bull. 
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Feeding Dairy Cattle

IX. Summer Rations for Semi-Official Cows 


There is not much difference between the summer 
rations for semi-official cows and the rations fed at other 
times of year. The principles are the same, plenty of 
succulent feed and a good grain ration. The cows that 
have made the best semi-official records have not de- 
pended very much on pasture although many of them have 
been allowed some pasture. Pasture is undoubtedly ideal 
so far as the feed is concerned. The drawbacks are many, 
however. The cow must spend much energy in getting 
her feed and in making a high semi-official record, she has 
not the energy to spare for this extra work. Second, if 
she must depend much on pasture, she is exposed to all 
kinds of weather. This is not good for her. She must 
not be chilled. Third and worst of all, if she goes to 
pasture in the day time, she is open to the attack of 
flies. There seems to be no fly remedy on the market as 
yet that is completely a repellant. They will keep them 
off for a while but their effect will not last for the ful! 
day. 

Therefore it seems best to depend on soiling crops and 
a good grain ration. If the cows are turned to pasture 
at all they should be carefully sprayed and watched so 
that as little trouble can come from flies as possible. The 
cows should be petted and pampered more or less and fed 
all they will possibly eat all the time. Their individua! 
likes and dislikes may be studied to good advantage and 
the cows pleased in this way. The secret is in getting 
them to eat and keep in good health. They cannot make 
the best use of this food if they must use the energy for 
other purposes than milk production or are distracted by 
improper stabling or exposure to bad weather and flies. 

The author happens to have at hand the detailed feed 
records for May, June, July, and August, of two cows 
that have made over 1000 pounds of butter fat in one 
year. The feeding of these cows for these summer months 
must have been good or they never could have made these 
high records. 


The first was fed as follows: 


May, 1914. 17.5 lbs. grain daily of the following mix- 
ture: 3.8 lbs. bran, 2 Ibs. hominy, 3 lbs. ground oats, 1 Ib. 
each, wheat feed, flaxseed meal and oil meal; 4.5 Ibs. 
D. D. grains, 1.2 lbs. gluten, 14 lbs. roots, 46 lbs. ensilage, 
10 lbs. alfalfa hay, pasture 1 hour. 

June, 1914. 15.5 lbs. grain daily of the following mix- 
ture: 5 parts bran and corn D. D. grains, 1.5 part 
hominy, 4 parts ground oats, .5: part cottonseed meal, 1 
part each, Bartlett’s sugar malt, Buffalo gluten, flaxseed 
meal and oil meal; 3 lbs. beet pulp, 41 lbs. ensilage, 10 lbs. 
green alfalfa and 11 lbs. alfalfa hay. 

July, 1914. 18 lbs. grain daily, same mixture as given 
in June; 2 lbs. beet pulp, 15 lbs. each, red beets and green 
_ 10 ibs. sweet corn, 42 lbs. ensilage, 11 lbs. alfalfa 

ay. 


August, 1914. 15.2 Ibs. grain daily, 14 lbs. of the fol- 
lowing mixture with 1.2 lbs. oat feed added daily: 4 lbs 
bran, 2.5 lbs. hominy, 3.5 lbs. ground oats, 5.5 Ibs, corn 
D. D. grains, 2 lbs. Bartlett’s sugar malt, 5 Ibs. Buffalo 
gluten, 1 lb. each cottonseed meal, and O. P. oil meal: 2 
lbs. beet pulp, 20 Ibs. beets, 15 Ibs. each, sweet corn and 
alfalfa; 36 lbs. ensilage, 9.5 lbs. alfalfa hay. 

Another cow that made 1000 Ibs. of butter fat in one 
year was fed as follows: 

May, 1913. 10 Ibs. grain daily of the following mix. 
ture: 250 Ibs. bran, 50 lbs. each, hominy, cottonseed meal 
and oil meal; 100 Ibs. gluten, 3 Ibs. beet pulp, 2 Ibs. mo. 
lasses, hay, with pasture. 

June, 1913. 19 Ibs. grain daily of the following mix- 
ture: 250 lbs. bran, 50 lbs. each, hominy, ground oats 
cottonseed meal, and oil meal; 3 Ibs. beet pulp, 2 Ibs. 
molasses, green feed. 

July, 1913. 18 lbs. grain daily of the following mixture 
on lst, and from 11th to 31st, 15 Ibs. daily from 2nd to 
11th: 250 Ibs. bran, 50 Ibs. each, hominy, cottonseed meal, 
ground oats, and oil meal; 100 lbs. gluten, 3 Ibs. each, 
molasses and beet pulp; corn fodder from Ist to 15th, 
clover from 17th to 31st. 

August, 1913. 18 Ibs. grain daily of the following mix- 
ture: 250 lbs. bran, 50 Ibs. each, hominy, cottonseed meal, 
and oil meal; 100 Ibs. gluten, 3 lbs. each beet pulp and 
molasses, corn fodder, alfalfa, clover with pasture. 


The first grain mixture is a little more complicated 
than the second, due to the addition of sugar malt, not a 
common feed and it is doubtful if it made the ration any 
more efficient because the record of the second cow is 
practically as great as that of the first. 


To show the kind of feeding practiced at Cornell Uni- 
versity, the feeding of a young cow for the months of 
May, June, July, and August is given. She made a yearly 
record of 620 lbs. of butter fat, was dry eight weeks and 
then made a 7 day record of 24 lbs. of butter fat which 
put her-in the 30-lb. class and she is now going well on 
this lactation. Her 30-day record in the present lactation 
is 2481.1 lbs. milk, 94.129 Ibs. butter fat. 

Her feed record for May, June, July, and August, 1915, 
is as follows: 

May. 15 lbs. daily of the following grain mixture: 
300 Ibs. D. D. grains, 200 lbs. hominy, 200 Ibs. wheat bran, 
200 lbs. cottonseed meal, 100 lbs. gluten feed; 50 lbs. corn 


‘silage; 11 lbs. of hay. The last of the month the hay was 


dropped and some green grass fed. 

June. 12 Ibs. daily of the same grain mixture as in 
May. All the green feed (grass, peas and oats, etc.) she 
would eat.

In the past, when there were very few 
high record cows, we would say that it 
was mainly the bull that made the 
breeder, but that time perhaps is pass- 
ing and now it is not of much avail 
how prepotent a bull may be he will 
never become very widely known or 
prove to be much of a money maker 
for his owner if he is not bred to a 
good list of high producing cows. His 
daughters will be too handicapped by 
the blood they inherited from a me- 
dium producing dam and by the lack 
of proper fitting and feeding for offi- 
cial test work, while the sons of the 
bull will never go into good herds, as 
breeders have ceased to pay for a one- 
sided pedigree only, but demand some- 
thing on the dam’s side as well as the 
sire’s side. 

.The time is coming when breeders 
will consider the opportunity that a 
bull has perhaps even more than this 
breeding and, instead of hearing so 
much that a bull’s dam has such and 
such a record, we will hear that the 
bull is the herd sire in the Cabana’s, 
Steven’s, Arfman’s, Meyer’s or some 
other noted herd.

UBLICITY and its uses has appealed to the Holstein 
P interests at last, as a means to the greater end—a 

better milk market. It is high time. The greatest 
dairy cattle association has neglected the market possibili- 
ties of its product too long already and any steps taken to 
advertise the value of Holstein milk as a food are sound 
indications that the association is waking up in this matter. 
The advertising, of course, should be made direct to the 
housewife, and the campaign just undertaken by the Na- 
tional Dairy Council is a good example to follow. Hol- 
stein interests may strike while the iron is hot by supple- 
menting this campaign with one of their own regarding the 
wonderful value of Holstein milk for food. 


The management of the association is not altogether at 
fault for the neglect of this phase of business allied with 
breeding dairy cattle. Its officials are far-sighted, keen- 
visioned men, but they have felt no pressure of necessity 
that might cause them to look into the marketing problem. 
The members of the association have made no complaint 
as to the milk market, largely because they have had none 
to make. Holstein breeders have looked upon their busi- 
ness as aside from the retail marketing of milk and have 
not paid attention to this remarkably fertile field for ex- 
ploitation. Their, developments have been made along 
lines of what they conceived to be of closer interest to 
breeders and they have left the business of developing milk 
markets to those who milk the cows. 


But it is evident that the best interests of the breeders 
lie along lines of closer co-operation with the retail milk 
man. As the manufacturers of the greatest milk producing 
machine on earth, the breeder is interested, or should be, 
most intensely in the disposition of his product. ' He is 
interested in knowing that these machines make good in 
the field for which they were intended. He should be in- 
terested in the sale of the product of these machines, for 
bigger sales mean a demand for more machines and tor 
more sales for him. 


So it is patticularly fitting that the National Association 
should pay more attention to the development of the milk 
markets by taking steps to increase the demand for milk 
and its products. The assistance given the National Dairy 
Gouncil.represents money well spent,. but Holstein breed- 


ers should go further. They should, in addition to the. 


money spent with the *Council:and’ ‘the’ generous: sutn ‘set 
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aside to advance the popularity of the breed, clinch thei 
advertising campaign at the same time by spending a lib. 
eral amount to popularize Holstein milk, known far ian 
wide as the best and safest whole milk for human con- 
sumption. 

Facts such as are in possession of the literary commit- 
tee of the association, or easily obtainable, and which 
prove beyond a doubt the Holstein man’s contention as to 
the value of his cow’s product, should be constantly put 
before the public. This campaign should be continued 
until there is no longer any doubt but that Holstein milk 
is the one best bet on the lacteal calendar. Then we shall 
see two Holstein milk plants grow where one grows now 





Canada Sees Her Chance 


ANADIAN breeders are waking up on the publicity 
C question also. In an address before the Brante Dis- 

trict Holstein Club, upon the occasion of its annual 
picnic recently, Prof. Dean of the Ontario Agricultural 
College, at Guelph, laid particular stress upon the in- 
creasing popularity of milk and its product in Canada. 
Prof. Dean advocated that Canadian dairymen adopt the 
slogan “Make more milk” and that they spread this gospel 
throughout the entire territory. 


Prof. Dean emphasized the important place that the 
dairy cow occupied in supplying cheap food for humanity 
and in increasing the wealth of the country. He stated 
that the yearly value of dairy products in Canada is about 
$150,000,000, and that with the same amount of labor this 
yearly production could beg practically doubled by the prac- 
tice of more careful systems of breeding and feeding. 


What is applicable to Canada may be applied also to 
the United States, and the production of milk and its 
products may be greatly increased, not by the use of more 
labor, but by the use of more intelligence. And therein 
lies the secret of financial success and the solution of the 
labor problem. 


How England Provides Labor 


ND this brings us to the consideration of the labor 
A problem, which is being solved in England, at least, 

by the use of modern labor-saving machinery. We 
are informed by one manufacturer of milking machines 
that it has sold in England since the war began 101 milking 
machine outfits. 

Necessity has created this demand, for the men on 
English farms have been called to the trenches and a large 
part of their work, which of necessity must be performed, 
is now being done with machinery operated by women. 
Here is a possible solution of labor troubles in this coun- 
try, as regards the business of agriculture. 


Milk and Mexico

However men may differ as to the diplomatic 
policy to have been pursued with regard to our un- 

fortunate neighbor, there are no two opinions in this pres- 
ent crisis. All are behind our president and our army. 





However the issue may turn, Holsteindom regrets that 
Mexico did not turn to the greatest breed and take up 
Holsteins, milking machines and the Babcock tester in- 
stead of bull fights and chili con carne. The Holstein cow 
is the epitome of civilization as far as agriculture may go 
toward producing peace and contentment. But for her 
benign influence many sections of this country would now 
be no better off than unfortunate Mexico. She has lifted 
mortgages, built bank balances, gushed gasoline gigs and 
made rural America happy generally. 


She will be Mexico’s salvation. When the war clouds 
have drifted away, under the bountiful protection of the 
Stars and Stripes, she will convert the beautifully verdant 
pastures, now black and blue from the grim beating of 
Mars’ mailed fist, into unequaled vistas of Black and 
White with the thousands of Holsteins upon her hills. 


If Mexico takes up Holsteins, and in order to insure 
her financial success, she must, her future will be safe.

NE of the sires discussed by -Mr. McAlister in his arti- 
cle this week on “Coming Sires of the Breed” is King 
Segis Pontiac Count. Our cover illustration is of 

one of his two most famous daughters, Jewel Pontiac 
Segis. This heifer won first prize this year in milk pro- 
duction with 591 Ibs. in seven days. Her butter produc- 
r the period was 28.05 with a thirty day milk and 
butter production ot 2493 and 113 Ibs. respectively. Her 
age at the freshening for these remarkable records was 
? yrs. 2 mos. and 10 days. 

“The half sister of this champion, Beauty Girl Pontiac, 
made 28.75 Ibs. of butter in seven days and 116.42 in thirty 
days as a junior two-year-old; both were world’s records 
at the time of making. Here are two good ones from 
Arden Farms. 
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Memorial to Dr. Favill 


Dr. Henry B. Favill became a member of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America on December 16, 1910. 
He was then engaged in breeding pure-bred Holstein- 
Friesians on his farm at Lakemills, Wis., and practicing 
his profession in Chicago and had become well known to 
our members throughout the Middle West. Upon the oc- 
casion of our annual meeting at Syracuse, N. Y. in June, 
1911, Dr. Favill made an address upon the subject of 
“Tuberculosis in Cattle.” It was at this time that the 
outstanding ability and greatness of the man were im- 
pressed upon our membership and those who listened to 
his thorough and practical exposition of this most per- 
plexing subject and its relationship to the cattle industry 
recognized that a master mind had spoken. 

At the annual meeting of 1914 held at Chicago, he was 
unanimously called to accept the vice-presidency of the 
Association and had served continuously thereafter up to 
the time of his demise, and was conscientiously in attend- 
ance upon every meeting whether of the directors or of 
members, contributing generously of his valuable time and 
interesting himself in every detait of our work and its 
purposes and thus qualifying himself to bring his powerful 
mind to the full consideration and understanding of our 
problems and rendering invaluable service in their solution. 

That he was deeply interested in Holstein cattle and in 
the future of our organization was manifest in every way; 
that he realized its future was evidenced by his comments 
and suggestions of a constructive character and it was 
hoped that we might long have his services. In his loss, 
we, as an organization, have suffered a great misfortune. 
Those who personally know him and realized his sympathy 
and his courteousness and friendship are indeed to be 
condoled with. 

Dr. Favill’s work with our organization and cattle was 
but a minor matter comparatively in his life. As a 
physician he was not only of the highest rank in this 
country, but was a leader in co-related effort for the 
public good and worked assiduously for such safeguards 
of the health of the community as proper sanitation, the 
inspection of foods and the regulation of medical practice. 

He was deeply interested in and sacrificed much of his 
time and energy to civic and social conditions and the 
improvement thereof and was a charter member and for 
two years president of the City Club of Chicago, an 
organization widely known in connection with such work. 

He was attending physician of St. Lukes Hospital and 
chief of its staff at the time of his death. For six years 
he was chairman of the Council of Education and Public 
Health of the American Medical Association and made its 
work of great importance by co-operating with and co- 
ordinating the functions of hundreds of organizations all 
over the country which were attempting to improve the 
physical and social condition of mankind. He undertook 
the arduous unending, disturbing, perilous work involved 
in the presidency of the Municipal Voters League. The 
American Association of Labor Legislation had no more 
wise or practically effective adviser than Dr. Favill. He 
was foremost in proposing, guiding and supporting the 
Bureau of Public Efficiency and thus applied intensively 
and technically his knowledge of the science of govern- 
ment. In settlement work he was much at home as a 
trustee of Chicago Commons. His civic work gratified no 
personal ambition; it was a burden assumed because of 
his desire to serve his fellow men. His wisdom and 
scientific attainments were at the service of all who came 
to him. He was the friend of mankind and to the service 
of mankind he devoted his life.

His 
grasp and interest in the larger phrases of social problems 
were evidenced by his addresses on such subjects as “The 
Police Power” made in Washington at the time of the 
International Tuberculosis conference; and on the “Cause 
of Child Labor”, “Social Insurance”, “The Public and the 
Medical Profession.” 

The spirit of his good cheer, his radiant splendid spirit 
will never be forgotten by his personal friends. He was 
a leader who inspired confidence and courage and joy of 
service. He was a manly man of wonderful mental poise, 
unending optimism and the gentleness of a woman. There 
are those among us who will strive harder for the bigger, 
richer life because we knew him.—Adopted at Detroit, 
June 7, upon the occasion of the annual meeting of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America.

Authorities differ on the value of 
hay caps. I can only give you my per- 
sonal opinion. I believe that men who 
will use hay caps consistently in mak- 
ing alfalfa hay, will, in the long run 
get a much better quality of alfalfa 
hay. 

The use of machinery in th 
field is a difficult topic i me rd a 
cuss. My own experience has been 
with the ordinary mowing machine 
and the ordinary dump rake. In large 
operations on level fields, the side de- 
livery rake without cocking the hay 
and the hay loader seem to give good 
results. I very much doubt if the hay 
loader is of any great value on small 
farms where the fields are small, par- 
ticularly on side hills. This is also 
true with the side delivery rake. Fur- 
ther than this, I do not think I can 
add anything concerning the use of 
machinery that has not already been 
covered in the article on hay making 
in a previous issue. 


I have read with interest your article on 
curing hay and would like to have you tell 
me, if it is not outside the line of discussion 
entirely, what is the value of alsike clover for 
hay? When should it, if ever, take the place 
of Red Clover? Alfalfa? Name the best va- 
rieties of clover for use in the New England 
states and give your reasons why you s0 
choose. Thanking you in advance,

I consider the value of alsike clover 
equal to red clover from a_ feeding 
standpoint. In the mixture of grasses 
that you sow, I suggest that in Ver- 
mont you may put in five pounds of 
alsike clover per acre in place of that 
much red clover. My choice of clov- 
ers for New England are red clover 
and alsike clover. My only reason for 
including alsike clover in place of part 
of the red is that I know that alsike 
clover does well, is the equal in feed- 
ing value, and it will stay in more than 
one year if the climatic conditions are 
right. 


We have oats and peas mixed, plenty of 
barley and can purchase wheat bran the most 
economically of all commercial feeds. Can you 
recommend a ration from this for yearlin 
heifers and how much, if any, alfalfa hay an 
silage shall I feed?

Feed your yearling heifers all the 
alfalfa and silage they will eat, and in 
addition 4 to 10 pounds per day os the 
following mixture: equal parts by 
weight of oats, peas and barley, mixed 
and ground. I do not think that you 
will need to add wheat bran. If you 
wish to feed some wheat bran, make 
the following mixture: 400 lbs. oats 
and peas ground, 400 Ibs. barley 
ground, and 200 lbs. wheat bran. 


This may be out of order, but can you tell 
me if timothy hay has any place in a dairy 
cow’s ration and if so, how should it be fed? 
We can’t grow alfalfa and clover is hard to 
secure a stand of, but we can get a good crop 
of — and corn grows fairly well. Have 
no silo.

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The Walworth County Meeting 


By FRANCIS DARCEY 


Nature could hardly have been 
more bounteous in providing a place 
so richly picturesque as that along the 
banks of Delevan Lake for Holstein 
enthusiasts to gather on the occasion 
of their annual picnic, Tuesday, June 
20th. A beautiful woodland nestling 
by the side of a still more charming 
body of water, it indeed approximated 
the ideal in a degree as close as could 
be desired. Here a goodly number of 
Holsteinites collected, five miles dis- 
tant from Elkhorn and three miles 
from that town known far and wide 
among breeders of black and whites 
as the home of Malcolm H. Gardner. 
True enough, the attendance was not 
what it should have been in point of 
numbers, owing partially to inclement 
weather and in part to weaning influ- 
ences of a home-coming celebration 
at Delevan. But what the meeting 
lost in point of slim attendance was 
more than compensated for bv the 
energetic, enthusiastic spirit mani- 
fested on all sides. 

After a sumptuous meal, Mr. Water- 
ous, President of the Walworth 
County Association, introduced Mr. 
John B. Irwin as speaker of the day. 
In approaching his subject, Mr. Irwin 
stated that it gave him. great pleasure 
to have the privilege of addressing a 
body of Holstein breeders in this, the 
greatest of Holstein states, with the 
one exception of New York, in the 
Union. He then proceeded to empha- 
size how gratifying it was to him tc 
see sO many women folks in attend- 
ance. A woman’s interest and assist- 
ance in Holstein work is a great 
source of inspiration, he stated. And 
while they were not called on to do 
the more laborious tasks as women 
folks are called on in Holland, still 
office work done bv the gentler sex 
which invariably lends added inspira- 
tion, is often indispensable. Such, at 
least, was Mr. Irwin’s personal expe- 
rience, since he insisted that the aid 
lent by his wife’s participation and 
interest in the pusiness has contrib- 
uted largely to his success. 

There’s a woeful lack of apprecia- 
tion of the importance of type in con- 
nection with production, Mr. Irwin 
continued in effect. A scale of points 
has been established by competent au- 
thorities, based on a type that has 
proven by experience to be _ best 
suited to production. Too many 





breeders disregard the all-importance 
of reckoning with this scale of points 
in making their purchases. As evi- 
dence of the necessity of taking type 
into consideration in the selection of 
Holsteins, the speaker cited the fol- 
lowing instance: 

Mr. Moscrip of Lake Elmo, Minne- 
sota, known far and wide as one of 
our keenest judges in the show ring, 
ventured the statement in the pres- 
ence of Mr. Irwin that he believed he 
could pick the five best cows out of 
most any herd. Accordingly Mr. Ir- 
win suggested that he test his skill 
on his, Mr. Irwin’s, herd, with the re- 
sult that Mr. Moscrip picked—that be- 
ing some years ago—Duchess Skylark 
Ormsby, her daughter, a sister to 
Pietertje Maid Ormsby, who after- 
wards made a thirty-two lb. record, 
and two others which later on per- 
formed in advance of thirty lbs. each. 
Mr. Moscrip, he observed, has built 
up his herd, guided solely by the scale 
of points with reference to type, and 
as a consequence, to-day has one of 
the very best herds in the country. 

In referring to the oft repeated as- 
sertion that the Holstein cow is not

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, nical producer, Mr. Irwin 
a8 ied that he had tired of it and de- 
termined to investigate the ge 
tion thoroughly. In his researches - 
found that with one exception in the 
various dairy breeds, other than the 
black and whites, the larger the pro- 
duction the greater the net profit and 
by applying a little logic, he con- 
ciuded that the above deduction must 
needs be true of the still larger pro- 
ductions of animals in the Holstein 
breed, and as a mere commercial prop- 
osition, the utilization of roughage by 
the Holstein to greater extent than 
animals of other breeds and the fact 
that agricultural colleges unqualifiedlv 
extoll the merits of the black and 
whites along these lines all point with 
surety of the contention that the Hol- 
stein is an economical producer. 

And Mr. Irwin dwelt at length on 
the importance of intelligent breeding 
and negativelv of the folly of the han- 
hazard development of dairy cows. 

Wisconsin, he stated, has three no- 
table examples of the success that can 
be attained when dairy men breed to 
a purpose, namely, Messrs. Gillett, S. 
B. Jones, and Gardner, all of whom 
have done work so constructive in 
character that their names will go 
down in Holstein history, never to be 
forgotten. And he, Mr. Irwin, has 
tried to profit by these achievements, 
he asserted. He has studied their ac- 
complishments thoroughly, together 
with the accomplishments of Mr. Ste- 
vens in combining the blood of Hen- 
gerveld De Kol with that of Pontiac 
Korndyke and by a fusion of these 
strains with that of the Homestead 
and Johanna blood, he feels that he 
is more justified in hoping for future 
success in his breeding operations. As 
he said: “By thus fortifying the lines 
of my pedigree. I can better hope for 
greater results.” 


At the conclusion of Mr. Irwin’s ad- 
dress, Mr. C. A. Schroeder gave a 
brief talk on the constructive work 
being done by the State Holstein 
Breeders’ Association of which Mr. 
Schroeder is Secretary. He told of 
the pamphlet being compiled by the 
Association, the main features of 
which were recently outlined in the 
World. He argued strongly for 
greater co-operation from breeders of 
the state; he also emphasized the im- 
portance of keeping the merits of the 
breed to the front; of the sad fate of 
many Jersey breeders because they 
failed to realize the importance of this 
principle. And at the juncture, Mr. 
Irwin said by way of corroboration, 
“We should adopt the slogan of the 
western breeder, ‘Early to bed, early 
to rise; work like h and adver- 
tise.’ ” 

In conclusion Mr. Waterous made 
a strenuous appeal for increased 
membership and more active co-oper- 
ation on the part of old members.

All females offered that are three 
years old or older, must have pro- 
duced a living calf within one year, 
or show unmistakable evidence of 
being in calf at time of sale and 
every animal of either sex must be 
guaranteed a breeder. 


Every animal offered must be 
pledged to absolute sale, and every 
discovered violation of this rule will 
debar the offending consignor from 
the future privileges of the sale pa- 
vilion. 

A copy of the foregoing resolu- 
tions shall be published in full on 
all entry blanks and in all cata- 
logues used for sales conducted in 
the pavilion, and shall form a part 
of the rules of entry to which each 
consignor shall subscribe.

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The Cow Solved the Problem 


At the present time when so much 
space in our papers is devoted to rural 
credits, it is interesting to learn what 
is being done in Southern Illinois by 
the Illinois State Bankers’ Association 
and other interested business organiza- 
tions without the assistance of “easy 
money” provided by acts of Congress or 
any State Legislature. For financial in- 
terests to conduct a campaign for better 
agriculture and dairying and to back it 
with the resources of a state banking 
organization is unique in the history of 
American agriculture, but that is what 
is being done in Southern Illinois. 

In the section of Illinois that is known 
as “Egypt,” the farmers have come to 
realize that the soil cannot stand con- 
stant dropping to wheat and corn that 
has been the practice since first the 
country was settled. Not only are the 
crop yields decreasing steadily from 
year to year, but large gullies are show- 
ing bare through the green growing 
crops, cutting down materially both the 
yield and the acreage. 

Bankers for a long time knew how 
prosperous banks were in dairy sections. 
Reading reports from New York, Wis- 
consin and Michigan, they could tell to 
the county the dairy sections. They 
learned, upon corresponding with other 
banks, that a large number of banks 
stated: “Every nickel in our institution 
has been made from the dairy cow.” 
Acting upon this hint, Southern Illinois 
bankers began to talk dairying to their 
customers. ll were interested, but all 
the cows they had were beef-breeds and 
they did not have the money to stock a 
dairy. Would they be willing to borrow 
money? Yes, if they could get it at a 
reasonable rate of interest, but where 
was the Good Samaritan from whom it 
could be obtained ? 

Money was needed to start the move- 
ment, but the cries for financial assist- 
ance were unheeded by the State of II- 
linois. Dairy Commissioner W. Scott 
Matthews found that his department 
lacked the necessary funds. He called 
together the Illinois State Dairy Asso- 
ciation and the Business Men’s Dairy 
Extension Movement of Illinois, but

One of the biggest business 
“Egypt” had been overlooked all the 
time. That was the Big Four ¢ : 
One day W. C. By Wes: 

y , yers, Agricultural 
Agent of the Big Four Route and th 
New York Central Railroad, called y : 
Mr. Matthews. Other railroads itera 
ing the territory had refused to lend 
their aid. The New York Central in 
the East, had been assisting in the cam- 
paign for better dairies. Would Mr 
Matthews be willing to accept assist- 
ance from the Big Four Route? - He 
would. The result was that more than 
20 carloads of cows were bought. More 
than 30 carloads have gone into “Egypt” 
in less than three months, with orders 
for five more carloads on the books to 
be filled as soon as the cows can be 
found. With Big Four Route assist- 
ance the farmers could go to the bank- 
ers and assure them that when they 
bought some cows the Big Four Route 
would place a bull whose services were 
25 cents among them. A veritable aya- 
lanche of orders followed. 

Holsteins have had the call, fully 90 
per cent. of those ordered being of that 
breed. Bulls placed by the Big Four 
Route are pure bred Holsteins. These 
cows average about 8,000 pounds of 
milk per year, while some have  fur- 
nished as high as 14,000 pounds, and 
they cost the farmers an _ average of 
about $125 each. All cows have to pass 
a veterinary examination. 

What is the result and what becomes 
of the milk? Most of it is shipped as 
cream and shipments of cream have been 
gaining about 50 per cent per month 
along the Big Four Route. Creamery 
concerns are seeking locations in the 
new dairy section of Illinois. A trip 
over the Cairo Division of the Big Four 
Route, through Saline, White and John- 
son counties, will reveal Holstein bulls 
and cows in profusion. Next year the 
bankers will start an alfalfa campaign 
as the second step in the campaign for 
more dairies.

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Raw Rock Cheapest 


Raw rock phosphate is by far the 
cheapest source of phosphorus to ap- 
ply to soils. It consists chiefly of tri- 
calcium phosphate, Cag(PO4)2, which 
is the most common form of phos- 
phorus in the great natural deposits. 
This phosphorus compound is rela- 
tively insoluble in water, and, for this 
reason, it has been argued by some 
that it does not become available to 
plants; but long-continued field ex- 
eriments, pot-culture experiments, 
and farm practice have fully demon- 
strated that this kind of phosphate 
does become available for plant 
growth. (See Circulars 181 and 186.) 


With the results obtained in prac- 
tice confirming on a large scale the ex- 
perimental results, it became a labora- 
tory problem to determine how this 
insoluble phosphate is made soluble 
by changes occurring in soils. The 
increased beneficial results obtained 
by following the practice commonly 
recommended of intimately mixing 
decaying organic matter with the 
phosphate lead to the suggestion that 
the action of the soil bacteria that de- 
compose organic matter might be an 
important factor in the solution of the 
phosphate. The investigation reported 
in this bulletin has proved that this 
hypothesis was correct, for these bac- 
teria have been found capable of mak- 


‘ing the phosphate soluble. The data 


recorded show that the action is even 
more direct than we had reason to be- 
lieve. It has been the common teach- 
ing that nitrifying bacteria require the 
presence of a free base, such as lime 
or an alkaline carbonate, but we have 
found that the bacterial action pro- 
duces acid phosphate and proceeds in 
the presence of this acid salt—From 
Bulletin by Illinois State Experiment 
Station. 





Blood Will Tell 


At the recent meeting of the Oregon 
Holstein Breeders’ Association one of 
its members, D. T. Werschkul, gave an 
example of the value of a good pure- 
bred sire at the head of a dairy herd 
that should strike home to every man 
who is tryine to make a living out of 
cows. Mr. Werschkul has for many 
years sold milk to a milk condensing 
factory. At first he paid little attention 
to breeding. During the year 1910 he 
delivered 132,162 pounds of milk to the 
condensary from 33 cows. In the fol- 
lowing year some heifers began to come 
into milk that were sired by a registered 
Holstein.bull with the result that, after 
culling out a number of the former lot, 
the herd of 23 made it possible for him 
to deliver 157,054 pounds in 1911. In 
1912 the herd had increased to 30 cows, 
which produced 193,054 pounds; in 1913 
he had 34 cows producing 234,981 
pounds; in 1914, 37 cows produced 256,- 
664 pounds; in 1915, 38 cows produced 
272,146 pounds. 


_ In other words, Mr. Werschkul dur- 
ing five years increased the number of 
cows in the herd approximately 25 per 
cent., while the production of milk by 
his herd doubled as the direct result of 
a purebred sire. Figured down more 
closely this sire has an annual earning 
capacity through his daughters of about 
$1,500 a year.—Pacific Dairy Review.

The Need of Lime

acid to react on litmus paper, and in 
many cases it was necessary to go 
down several feet in order to secure 
soil sufficiently rich in lime to cause 
on anda when treated with an 
acid.
